Cleveland’s Hopes Depend on Three 
Doubtful Delegations.

Gorman, and Morrison Coming Well to 


the Front as Possibilities—Tamma- 
ny’s Sphinx-Uke Attitude Both- 
ering Cleveland's Boomers,

Cuicago, June 18.<|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The opening of the con- 
vention week will find the lines of bat- 
tle closely drawn and every candidate 
seemingly assured of the exact strength 
with which he will enter the contest. 
The chief uncertainty will be as to the 
action of Illinois, Indiana and Ken- 
tucky. Should these States cast their 
solid support for Cleveland on the first 
ballot, there is little doubt he would re- 
ceive the two-thirds vote requisite for 
a nomination, but shofild these States 
cast their full strength for favorite 
sons, the probabilities oi Cleveland’s 
nomination on the opeming ballot will 
be very remote indeed. 

Congressman Springer of IWinois is 
urging, in the interest of expediency, 
that the Illinois. delegation vote for 
Joun M. Palmer on the first ballot and 
continue their efforts on behalf of the 
IUineis leader until a nomination is 
reached, Henry Watterson is under- 
stood to be laboring with the Kentucky 
delegation in an effort to secure the 
solid. vote of the State for Carlisle, and 
Senator Voorhees of Indiana is making 
a lize demand on the Hoosier State in 
behalf of Gray. It is reported tonight 
that the Democratic leaders of these 
three States are endeavoring to ar- 
range a conference of delegates, at 
which it will be mutually agreed that 
the nomination of Cleveland is inexpe- 
dient, and the 104 votes which he 
might otherwise receive from these 
States will he distributed among favor- 
ite sons. The delegations of these 
three States are practically ‘free to act 
as they please in an emergency, and 
tne great is they abandon 

n the intetest of their West- 
ern candidates? 

Conferences of the Indiana dele- 
gates during the afternoon indi- 
cate that ~ Gray cannot possibly se- 
cure the undnimous vote ‘of -the 
State on first ballot—or indeed until 
Cleveland is practically retired from 
the race. It appears that Cleveland 
has about twelve delegates in the In- 
diana delegation who ‘will vote for the 
ex-President from the beginning and 
despite the great efforts made to induce 
them to go with the other eighteen men 
of the delegation, they show no signs of 
weakening up to the present. 

The greatest mystery surrounds the 
Kentucky delegation. The replies of 
Henry Watterson to all inquiries afford 
but little information of what he and 
his colleagues intend to do. Carlisle 
has gone to the extent of saying that he 
views with gravity the situation that 
would be presented by the nomination 


of Cleveland, but he does not go so far , 


as to express the opinion that defeat | 
would be. the penalty jof Cleveland’s 

nomination. No doubt with. Carlisle 
out of the race fully half of the Ken- 
tucky delegates are disposéd to favor 
Cleveland. There are many who be- 
lieve that if the forty-eight votes of II- 
linois are cast for Cleveland on the first 
ballot it would result in such enthusi- 
asm asto effect his nomination. For 
this reason evéry resource known to 
modern politics is being brought to bear 
by the different factions to control. the 
influence of the delegation. 

GORMAN AND MORRISON BOOMS. 

Two booms which blossomed today 
caused considerable anxiety to the 
Cleveland leaders tonight, the Gorman 
and Morrison booms, and there is no 
gentle- , 
men are laboring assiduously to bring 
them into the contest as compromise 
candidates. Gorman, of course, could 


|get the solid vote of the Maryland dele- 


gation, and it is assumed that he would 
receive substanfial support from various 
Southern delegations. Morrison ap- 
pears to be principally urged by dele- 
gates from Kentacky, Arkansas and 
Texas. The proposition to vote for 
Palmer whenever the nomination of 
Cleveland appears inexpedient, finds no 
particular opposition tonight from the 
Morrison people, and it is probable that 
the great refurmer wiM onlv be urged 
into the contest asa dark horse after 
Cleveland has retired and Palmer has 
received the loyal support of the Illi- 
nois delegation for several ballots, 

The Tammany organization of New 
York stands impassable as a sphynx, 
warning by its very attitude the De- 
mocracy of the Nation against the se- 
lection of a Presidential candidate from 
the Empire State.

WORKING HARD POR CLEVELAND. 

The arrival of William C. whittey | 
was marked by more methodical work 
for Cleveland. One evidence of the 
work of the Clevland men was shown to- 
day in the efforts being made to reduce 
the size of the field to be entered against 
the leaders. In each State where there 
was talk of favorite sons, Cleveland 
men will be put to work to prevent the 
nomination of dark horses. This morn- 
ing @ letter was received by James H. 
Echols, a delegate from the Eighth Thli- 
nois District, from Morrison, which the 
Cleveland men are keep Illi- 
nois in line for the ex-President. It 
said: 

I do not see that we can do anything ex- 
cept follow out the line of action indicated 
by the proceedings of our State convention 
and let the consequences take care of them- 
selves. Anything else must lead to recrim- 
ination and division. 

The Michigan delegation arrived dur- 
ing the day and came out strongly for 
Cleveland. A number of West Virginia 
Democrats also put in an appearance, 
and unless Gorman is placed in nomina- 
tion it is predicted that Cleveland will 
getall the votes of the State except 
perhaps two. Pennsylvania, New Jer~ 
sey and Delaware are regarded as Cleve- 
land factors to be de ded upon at ail 
times. It is to the South that the 
Cleveland leaders look with apprehen- 
sion. 


SPRINGER “AGAINST GROVER. 

Palmer’s boom received an impetus 
today by the.arrival of Congressman 
Springer and his declaration that 
Cleveland’s ‘nomination would be politi- 
cal suicide and that it was the duty of 
the Illinois delegation to support Palmer 
from the very opening of the conven- 
tion. Springer said: “If Cleveland is 
nominated it will be necessary to reor- 
ganize the Democratic party in New 
York. To discard the organization 
which nominated and elected Tilden, 
which nominated Cleveland twice 
and once carried the State for 
him for President, which nominated | 
and elected him Governor and 
which has seven successive and 
signal victories toits credit inthe 
State, would be an act of political sui- 
cide.

The Illinois delegation organized to- 
night by electing Hon. A. E. Stevenson, 
delegate-at-large as chairman of the 
delegation. The Presidential questipn 
was discussed only to the extent of de- 
claring itthe sentiment of the delega- 
tion that no formal expression as to 
preference shall be given at such a dis- 
tant period before the convention. The 
sentiment. of the delegation seems to 
favor voting for Cieveland on the first 
and possibly on subsequent ballots.

enmity to free coinage. To favor free 
coinage and Cleveland—is.a political 


paradox which JI cannot under- 
stand. The mountain delegates 
want a candidate Whom they 


have reason to know will not veto a 
free coinagetlaw if Congress enacts 
one. If Cleveland is nominated he will 
not only icse New York but almost cer- 
tainly several Southern States, owing 
to the Alliance’s deep feeling on, the 
coinage question. I believe ‘the nomi- 
natien of Cleveland will lose the De- 
mocracy not only the Presidency, but 
thé next House of Representatives.”’

Notwithstanding these setbacks the 
American exports to Brazil have gained 
20 per cent. in eight months in a con- 
stantly increasing ratio. During the 
two months of February and March 
last Brazil took flour to the value of 
$1,060,700, while for the correspond- 
ing months of 1891 the value was only 
$523,000. Here is a gain of nearly 
100 per cent. As a result of the in- 
crease in American shipments the pro- 
portion of the total amount of Brazil- 
ian imports supplicd by the United 
States has risen from 8.50 to 14.49 
percent. And while England nsed to 
furnish 71 per cent. of the imports, it 
supplies ‘now but 59.11 per cent. 
These figures explain why the commer- 
cial papers of England have so much to 
say of the interference with the trade of 
that country by the new commercial 
policy of the United States and why 
Lord Salisbury has felt called on to 
point out the helplessness of his. coun- 
try so long as it adheres to its present 
course. - 

The expansion of the trade with Cuba 
is more marked than that’ with Brazil, 
because the island has not been. sub- 
jected to political or financial convul- 
sions. Duringthe nine montis ending 
April 30 last the exports to Cuba were 
valued at $14,600,000. For the cor- 
responding months of 1890-91 they 
were valued at $9,830,000. The gain, 
it will be seen, was 50 per cent. The 
gain in exports to Puerto Rico has been 
about 35 per.cent. Inall these cases 
there has been a marked increase, as 
Mr. Blaine predicted, in the quantity 
of flourtaken.

A Newhall Deputy Sheriff Convicted 
of ‘Battery. 


Two Divorces Granted aid Proceedings” 
_.. Commenced in Another Caso—Prog- 
ress of the Temple Street Grade 
Case—New Suits. 


E. H. Dalton, Water Overseerof the 
_city, appeared before Judge Wade yes- 
terday in response toa citation . order- 
ing him to show cause why a writ of 

mandate should not issue, as..requested 
by E. K. Green, E. W. Jones, J. O'Neill, 
and Mrs. Sarah A. Stewart, requiring 
him to turn on the amount of water 
they required for irrigation purposes, 
their supply from the Jones reservoir 
having been shut off by him on April 17 
last, their property, which consisted of 
about fifteen.acres of land, being en- 
tirely dependent upon said private res- 
voir for its irrigation. 

The defendant admitted that plaint- 
iffs were interested in the Jones reser- 
voir, but claimed that they were not 
the only parties, the total amount of 
land irrigated from it being thirty-three 
acres instead of fifteen asalleged. He 
denied, however, that the plaintiffs 
used the water from the Jones reser 
- voir for irrigation purposes only, claim- 
ing that five houses: were connected 
with it, including those of theedefend- 
ants, in allof which it was used for 
domestic purposes. He further stated 
that the reservoir was not connected 
with the city’s pipe line by any ditch or 
flume, but by a four inch pipe, through 
which water was.forced, under pres-. 
sure, and that the City Council, after 
an examination of the premises and es- 
timating the amount of water used, in- 
structed him to charge plaintiffs $15 
per mentheach. Subsequently this was 
reduced to $10 each, and considering 
the fact that they used an amount of 
Water greatly in excess of that which 
would be furnished as required by the 
ordinance, this was a very low rate. 
ilaintiffs, however, refused to pay this 
when caljed upon toda so, but demanded 
chat he deliver four heads of water per. 
night at the rate of $1.50 per head to 
each of them. 

Upon this showing ‘Judge Wade de- 
nied the application gor a writ of man- 
Jate and dismissed the matter at plaint- 
ill’s costs. 

CONVICTED OF BATTERY. 

Deputy Sheriff W. E. Pardee of New: 
hall was tried and convicted by a jury 
of seven in the Township Court yester- 
day upon the charge of battery pre+ 
ferred against him by L, P. Crawford, a 
Pasadena missionary, and was fined in 
the sum of $20 by Justice Stanton. 

The facts of the case, as gathered. 
from the evidence, were that a short 
‘time ago’a religious boom struck the 
inhabitants of Newhall and, among 
others who visited that place was the 
complainant, a fine-looking old man, 
about 70 years of age. During his 
stay. there he called upon several of the 
residents for the purpose of exhorting 
them to attend the meetings, Mrs. 
Pardee being one of the number. 
Shortly afterward Pardee met Craw- 
_ford’on the street and proceeded to ex- 
postulate with him, emphasizing his 
remarks by occasionally slapping the 
old man on the chest with his open 
hand. This act was witnessed by sev- 
eral of the Godly crowd who induced 
the old man, much against his better 
feelings, to have Pardee arrested. 

Atter judgment had been pronounced | 
upon him Pardee’s counsel, W. T. Will- 
iams, Esq., gave notice of an appeal,

RISING FROM. THE RANKS. 


Vacancies in the Army and How They 
Are Filled. 
[New York Sun.] 

“he time. for the annual examinations 
and graduation at West Point has again, 
come about, and one of the noticeable 
facts is that there are bareiy enough 
vacancies among the second lieutenants 
for the graduating class. 

Thus the innings of the civilian candi- 
dates for commissions were of short 
duration. Until 1891 no appointments 
from civil life’ to commissions in the 
line had been made for many years, 
with one exception, that of a son of 
Gen. Schofield, to whom Cleveland 
granted that favor. It was found that 
the graduates of West Point and the 
non-commissioned officers were able to 
fill all the vacancies, and that a few of 
the former were even kept waiting for 
vacancies. Butthe retirement act of 
the last Congress caused so large a 
number of extra vacancies that civilian 
candidates were invited to compete, 
and many of them having passed their 
examinations were commissioned as 
second lieutenants. 

It is fortunate, perhaps, that so large 
a number failed to meet the require- 
ments, for already the customary state 
of things has been restored, and it is 
clear that quite as many civilians were 
then taken as should have been. There 
are sixty-two members in the present 
graduating class at West Point, and the 
vacancies among second lieutenants at 
present only number fifty-two. Re- 
tirements and other causes will soon in- 
crease this number to fifty-seven. 

On the other hand, five non-commis- 
sioned officers are known to have passed 
the department examinations and to be 
awaiting their finals at Fort Monroe, 
with two othér departments to bear 
from. Thus there would again be at 
least ten more candidates than vacan- 
cies. However, it is believed that as 
many graduates as this will be assigned 
as ‘‘additionals’’ to the engineers and 
artillery, taking advantage o1 their 
claims, founded on class rank atthe 
academy. This, therefore, would let in 
all: the candidates to commissions. 

Looking at the list of the non-com- 
missioned officers it is observed that out 


of the five all but one are sons of army }- 


ofticers. First Sergt. C. C. Smith, Fifth 
Cavalry, who had an average of 98.3, 
Gilbert C. Smith, 
while Corp. J. E. Cusack of the same 
regiment, with an average of 84.1 is a 
son of Capt. Patrick Cusack. Corp. Guy 
L. Palmer, Eighth Infantry, who had 
an average of 96.7,is a son of Capt. 
Guy H. Palmer, Sixteenth Infantry, 
and Sergt. E. A. Macklin, Fifth Artil- 
lery, who had an averagsof 89.7, isa 
son of Capt. J. E. Macklin. The re- 
maining candidate is Corp. W. J. Lutz, 
First Artillery, who bad an averrge of 
86. 8.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


California Wiil Be Represented in the De- 
partment Building. 

California will be represented in the 
department buiiding at the World’s 
Fair, reports from Chicago tothe con- 
trary notwithstanding. The cammittee 
appointed by the Los Angeles County 
World's Fair Committee to select space 
in the several department buildings 
have calculated about the number of 
feet that they will probably need, and 
at the meeting of the general commit- 
tee, Monday, will make out formal ap- 
plication and forward the same to the 
State Commission, where they will be 
inspected and forwarded on to Chicago. 
Most of the other counties have made 
an estimate on the amount of space 
they will want, and the. probabilities 
are that when our demands get in there 
will be considerable cutting down of 
space instead of no space being allotted 
atall. Competitive exhibitors must ap- 
ply for space immediately. as July 1 is 
the last day for filing applications. 

The Santa Anita ranch has sent in 
applications for space for exhibits in 
the department buildings that will em- 
brace over fifty classes, wherein nearly 
every product of Southern California 
will be represented. They make one 
entry of eight varieties of corn, two 
varieties of wheat, three varieties of 
potatoes, three varieties of beets, etc., 
throughout the whole list. As this 
ranch carried off the majority -of the 


| medals in the several departments at 


the New Orleans Exposition, it is more 
than likely that they will return from 
the World’s Fair with similar honors. 
Besides making these competitive ex- 
hibits they will make a collective dis- 
play of the produc:s‘of the whale ranch 
illustrating the diversified industries 
that are carried on within the confines 
of a typical Southern California ranch. 
Besides showing their productions they 
will exhibit a full line of live stock, 
forestry displays, etc. 

San Fernando sends words that she 
will exhibit - raisins, prunes, dried 
peaches, apricots. figs, oranges, lemons 
and grein, aud in season send fresh sup- 
plies of deciduous fruits. Every lecal- 
ity within this county could make a sim- 
ilarexhibit if proper enthusiasm was 
exhibited. Now is the time to select 
certain sections of your vineyard, 
wherein your best grapes are produced, 


-thin out the bunches and select the 


most thrifty and well filled bunches to 
be either dried for raisins or exhrbited 
in their natural state in prepared pre- 
servative -iluids. Fruits of all kinds 
should be thinned out and properly 
cared for until ready for picking; then 


they should be gathered with the great- 


est of care, not even touched with the 
hands but picked with tissue paper and 
packed in cotton or sawdust and sent to 
the proper one selected to either can or 
place in exhibit jars, or the jars pro- 
cured and the packing done right under 
the trees, This is, the only way to se- 
eure a representative exhibit of the 
fruits of thiscountry. Parties knowing 
of any particular feature or product 
that is worthy of being exhibited should 


report the same to the proper commit- 
tees within their district, where preper 
attention will be given to the coliection 
and preservation of the same. 

Where there are no World's Fair or- 
ganizations formed, the matter should 
be attended to at once and representa- 
iive citizens pla-ed on committees, and 


| a thorough canvass made of every dis- 


trict within the county, aud people 
theroughly worked up to the necessity 
of doing scmethiug toward having our 
southern country properly represented. 
The Southern California World’s Fair 
Association will issue their certificates 
of membership about the first of the 
month, which will contain thereon dis- 


_tinctive features representing the six 


southern counties, which will be sold by 
local organizations for the purpose of 
raising funds for carrying on the work. 

This certificate, as a memorial of the 
World's Fair of 1898, will initself be a 
feature worthy of the purchase of. all 
patriotic citizens.

Abraham Lincoln was, like so many 


‘of his predecessors, born in a log cabin. 


It was in what was then (1809) Har- 
fin county, Ky. His father appeats 
to have been a ne’ér-do-well, a jack-of- 
all-trades and master of none. His 
mother, Nancy Hanks, was of much 
better character and understanding 
than his father. 

Probably no boy who ever lived had a 
more miserable early childhood than 
Abraham Lincoln, His melancholy, 
deeply-lined face was said to have beer 
equally melancholy when he was a boy, 
and his mother was also said to have a 
look of fixed sadness, which seems na- 
tural enough when the hardships and 
privations through which she passed 
are considered. Thomas Lincoln, his 
father, seems to have been totally un- 
able to provide for his family, from a 
mixture of laziness and incapacity. 
Hard times were chronic in the 
wretched cabin of Thomas and Nancy 
Lincoln. There were two children— 
Nancy and Abe—and two more pinched 
and hungry, shoeless and hatless chil- 


_ dren could not be found anywhere.

posts in the ground, a dresser and a 
few ‘ stools—ail the work of Thomas 
Lincoln, who had a kit of tools and was 
attimes a jackleg carpenter. So in 


“the midst of want and cold and hard- 


ships of all sorts passed the first winter 
in thisnew home. The next year they 
were better off for a shelter, Thomas 
Lincoln haying built a log cabin. But 
meanwhile poor Nancy Lincoln had 
dropped by the wayside. She died 
when Abe was only 9 vears old. Fot- 
lorn as had been the condition of the 
little boy and_ girl before their 
mother’s death it was _ infinitely 
worse when they were left to the care of 
their father. It is said that Thomas 
Lincoln was neglectful about having 
Nancy Lincoln’s funeral sermon 
preached—a formality that usually oc- 
curred some months after. the death of 
the person commemorated, and to omit 
which was considered a peculiar breach 
of the frontier proprieties.

OLAF KRARER A FRAUD. 


The Little Woman Nvever Saw Greenland 
in Her Life. 
Something over a year ago Miss Olaf 
Krarer, an alleged Eskimo, delivered a 
lecture at Simpson Tabernacle to a 
large audience, and was favorably re- 
ceived. It now appears that the young 
woman is a clever fraud, as will be seen 
by the following newspaper clipping; 
R. S. Hulbert of West Winsted, has re- 
ceived a letter from Iceland confirming th: 
assertions of the New York Sun to the effect 
that Miss Olaf Krarer, who has for several 
years been lecturing in this country, claim: 
ing to be a native of East Greenland, is a 
fraud, and thatin fact she never saw Green- 
land It will be remembered that she has 
told scores of audiences that she was born 
on the coast of East Greenland thirty-five 
years ago, that she never saw white men 
until six shipwrecked Icelandic fishermen 
were thrown on the coast where her people 
lived, and that later these white men in- 


duced threé Eskimo families, including her 


own, to travel with them over theice to 
Iceland, where she was taken in hand by 
missionaries and educated. She says the 
sledge journey occurred in or about 1872. 

Mr Hulbert heard the woman lecture in 
Winstdad and believing her remarkabie 
story to be false forwarded an accurace re. 
port of the woman's story to N.C. Gram, a 
merchant of Dyrefjord, Icéland, and the 
consular agent of the United States at that 
place, with the request that he inform the 
writer whether Miss Krarer's assertions had 
anv basis iniact. Mr. Hulbert has received 
this reply: 

“The voung woman you mention must be 

animposter. “In the first place Eskimos, 
although generally small, are not known 
to. be of such diminutive size as you 
state this voung woman to be. . The aborig- 
ines of the northeast coastof Greenland 
are heathéns, and come very seldom into 
contact with white men. 
sailors never go near the Green- 
land coast. and none have-ever been ship- 
wrecked there, at least during the past 
forty vears. 

“Trayeling overice between Greenland 
and Iceland is quite out of the question, as 
there are always large spaces of open 
water, often many miles in extent. 

‘‘Missionaries do not €xXist at all on this 
island. 

“By this information you will see that 
this young woman's story is feigned all 
through.,.”’

indians at laral would believe we had 
shot the Necezeench, as they called the 
rapid river on which we had built our 
little canvas boat, in the craft. Taral 
was a town of but few houses, witha 
fow scattered ones in sight but most of 
these were salmon caches. I boughta 
souple of bales (twenty to thirty fish in 
»sach) of dried salmon(for the mess, 
while we had fresh salmon: daily from 
‘he river. In fact we lived on fish 
until it looked as if we had struck.the 
Devonian period. My first night's 
sleep ina house was poor. hen one 
gets tsed to making down the earth 
ior a bed. pulling the sky over them for 
au blanket and going to sleep, even the 
Coliseum at Rome seems small, but_an 
Indian hut about 6x8, a scant five feet 
high, filled with assorted sizes of dogs | 
and children and hermetically sealed 
can rival « sardine box in compactness. 
We got a few “dabs” of dirty flour from 
some Indians and then fell back on the 
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everlasting salmon. Aug. 14, some In- 
dians came down thé river and were a 
portion of the party to go” with us to 
its mouth. One clearday we could see 
Mount Wrangell, one the highest Alas- 
kan peaks, and it was smoking at 
the apex all day. The old Russians pro- 
nounced this a volcano, but there has 
been some unwarranted doubtabonut it. 
That night my house contained a ¢o’en 
savages, stark naked, perched on the 
wide bench along the wall, all taking a 
sweat bath and singing a most vocifer- 
ous wild chant. The room was steam- 
ing, the stench ws méphifig,, and the 
whole thing diabolical in the extreme. 
Nicolai told me of the lynching by 
white men at Cook's Inlet of one of the 


spring, shortly before our arrival. I 


was anxious to have me, as chief, sleep 
in his room, as his men had not deter- 

mined what to do about it. He thought 
the best would beto withdraw all 
trading from that district and transfer 
it to the Copper’s mouth, where they 

were now going. Their boat, in which 
we descended the Copper, was of a 
put to- 
gether and neatly covered with seai 

skins from the coast. It was from 25 to 30 

feet in length and with eleven Ind ians 
whites and a load of furs and other ma- 
terial that reached the gunwals t 
drew a foot to fourteen incnes of wacer 
and stood about the same amount 
above. We got away the 16th, at 7 in 
the morning, the Indians paddling hard 
amd loudly singing an air that was not 

unpleasant. The first four or five miles 
was through a canyon, but it was not 

formidable. Occasionally rocky points 
» gave some rough water and the Indians 
were as afraid of them as if they had 
the hydrophobia. _No doubt the heav- 
ily-laden flat-bottomed craft was not a 
life-bout, but the small dangers which 
they energetically avoided explained 

why they doubted our shooting the 
Neezeenah in the “Eli” and had op- 
posed our taking it further. Any- 
thing we met on the Conper would have 

been child's play for the canvas craft 
weleft at Taral. About 9 we could see 
we were getting out of the interior ba- 
sin and cutt ng through the rim range 
of mountains tuat separated it from the 
coast. At 4 wecamped in a miserable 
pacs, all brush and boulders, on a 
steep slope, fifty miles from Taral. 
One of thelIndians loaned me a 
fine large bearskin to supplement my 
scanty bedding. The next day we were 
away early, the Indians stopding at 

times to cache salmonin the rocky 

crevices of the banks for the return 
trip. At 'Taral we lhadunderstood there 
would be ,trouble with the two great 
acers near the Copper’s mouth, but 
just how was not ciear, but a rapid 
-around or under one of them was con- 
eerned in some way. At noon we came 
to the glacier they said we must port- 
age. ‘The river was very narrow but 
seemingly not bad as far as we could 
see. Nicolai went aherd to inspect 
the trail over the moraine = and 
“on returnng we ~—packed up 
and at 4:15 siarted over the portare 

to strike the river beyond the rapids, 

some two milesaway, reaching itat 7 
ever an Hadesian trail. Just ve.ore aur- 
riving the Indians had along exciting

An 
hours’ terrific thundering from the 
glaciers was followed by the usual 
calm, when Nicolai gave the word to 
start and in just six minutes their tent 
was down, all the material packed, the 
-boat launched and loaded, and the pee 
dling began at 4:25 as we shot'out into 
the lake at the footof the rapids. Not 
a word was uttered except by Nicolai, 
who standing up onthe load in the 
stern gave'ull orders. The silence was 
ominous as each one died with his 
utmost strength; all eyes intently 
fixed on the glacier. Only a little 
berg, about the size of a house, fell off 
-during our journey, in front_of the first 
lacier. Once clear, the [ndjans set up 
he wildest singing, freely addn 
cheers, and we shot by the secon 
like lightning, clearing its, lower 
end at © 5:20. Soon after we 
entered the delta of the Copper, low, 
flat and marshy and cut up by inter- 
| minable swift channels. It was dark 
| when we camped for the last time on 
trip ona boggy quicksand island 
| into which we sank above our ankles 
if we remained in one spot over a min- 


i ute. Our beds were made down in the 
mud and°*we remained awake and 
fought mosquitoes until we got away 


in the morning, the rain falling in tor- 
rents. The middle of the forenoon we 
made the Indian village of Allanik and 
routed out a lot of forlorn looking wet 
savages, who informed us that every- 
body at the salmon canneries on the 
coast had gone toSan Francisco, ex- 


ta. Westarted for this place after 
a hasty meal. ‘The rain was. terrible, 
and when we met a little weasel swim- 
ming toward our boat one member was 
facetious cnough 1 observe that it got 
into the channel to get out of the furi- 
ousrain. At 4, stitf and cold, we got 
to the delta cannery. Duvall, an old 
Yukon miner in charge, ‘‘turned him- 
self inside out” to make us comfortable 
and succeeded. There were’ two pros- 
pectors here, Cloudman and Boswell, 


| who most generously offered to take us 


to Eyak in their boatas svonas the 
weather would permit, for the two can- 
neries there had not yet closed. That 
night I listened to one of the pleasant 
est duets of my life, the rain falling on 
a roof and the old ocean surf outside 
the bar. 

Duvall told me the old Eyak chief 
claimed his father had seen the up»er 
giazier extend across the Copper river, 
the stream running under it, ‘La 
grippe” had swep. this coast two wine 
ters before, depupulating whole vi'- 
lages, now abandoned ané@ rotting 
away. But his most astounding state 
ment was that he had seen a polar bear 
on the moraine of one of the glaciers 
just above the de!ta, and insisted that 
he could not be mistaken as to the ani- 
mal. The 20th and 21st were hyper- 
borean hurricanes aud it was noon of 
the 22d before we got away withCloud 
man Boswell. We sa great 
flocks of ducks, geese, gulls, snipes, 
swans and plover on the flats and adja- 
cent waters, our course being justin- 
side the Copper river bar. At 6 we 
reached the Eyak river's mouth, where 
there are fish-houses belong- 
ing to the canneries of Prince 
William's sound, and learne’| 
the Nutchek steamer for Sitka would 
lewve that day.-We-were just in time 
to be toolate. The Eyal: is a tide al- 
ternating river, so we waite until one 
o'clock inthe morning anda took the 
flood tide up it. It wasso high, how- 
ever, with the recent rains that thi: 
lasted but an hour and we had to take 
to the oars, and at daybreak we passed 
into the lake at its head, an hour anda 
half seeing us across it to the upper 
fish houses, From here there are two 
tramways, facetiously said to be the 


on)y railway in Alaska, leading over to 
the canneries on opposite sides of th: 
same arm or inlet from Prince William 
Sound. Both Captains Humphrey and 
Mathews were absent in the Sound 
superintending fishing and I did not 
meet either until evening, when Cap- 
tain Humphrey was the first to come 
in. Hethvought there was one chance 
inadozen catching the bound 
steamer at Nutchek, and we took the 


and so got away witha rush for that 
port at 6:10. I suppose the Captain 
would have set fire to the cannery to 
light us over if necessary, for when 
these people start in to do a favor it is 
never done by halves, or if itis, you get.

We reached Nutchek just 
ifter midnight on the 24th and to our 
repeated whistling the trader came off 
in a skin canoe stating the Sitka 
teamer had Jeft the 22d, but would 
aake another trip thereto in a month, 
Ve anchored in the beautifal harbor 
.nd I turned into the microscopic fore- 
astle to sleep, the Salms starting back 
arriedly at day break, the Vaptain mis- 
king my snoring for the ship drag- 
ng anchor. The cannery buildings 
hi-h Captain Humphrey superin- 
nuded were placed at our convenience 
we could get away.

Another View of the Clayton-Bulwer 


Argument for Government Ownership and 


Control—Statement of the Case ~ 
Interesting Letter 
on the Subject. 


Los ANorLes, June 18, 1892.—[To 
the Editor of‘ Taz Times.] In yestet 
day's edition you stated that the Clay- 


-}.ton-Bulwer.treaty.of 1850 may stand | was forced 


in the way of Governmental control of 
the Nicaragua Canal project. In view 
of the importance of this matter and 
believing, as I do, that the Government 
of the United States should itself con- 
struct, own and control this canal, and 
not delegate to a private corporation 
one of its most important governmental 
functions, I take the ocqasion of citing 
eminent authority to theeffect that this 
treaty with England is not a-bar to the 
construction of the canal by our Gov- 
ernment. The friends of the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua, including 
all those who desire to participate in 
the benefits which will flow into the 


pockets of the stockhclders and 
servants of this corporation. are 
naturally desirous that it should 


be universally supposed that this 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is an impassable 
barrier to Governmental construction 
and control, except through the medium 
and instrumentality of a private corpo- 
ration. This treaty was a treaty 
entered into between the United States: 
and Great Britain in 1850,:and con- 
tains a clause to the effect that neither 
the government of Great Britain nor of 
the United States shall assume or exer- 
cise any dominion over any part of 
Nicaragua, Gosta Rica, the Mosquito 
coast, or any part of Central America. 

Mr. Wharton in his Digest of Inter- 
nationai Law (24 edition, vol. II, 3150f) 
reaches the conclusion that this treaty - 
is not now of any binding force, at least 
not as against the Government of the 
United States, and gives as his reasons 
therefor: 

(1.) That the treaty was based upon 
a particular state of facts which have 
been materially modified since then, 
and says: ‘Stipulations in treaties 
based on a particular state of tacts 
become inoperative when those facts 
are so materially modified that these 
stipulations cannot be rightfully en- 
forced,’’ etc. 

(2.) Great Britain having failed to 
perform a condition of the treaty, 
this Government is therefore justified in 
refusing to perform acts depending up- 
on the perforinance by Great Britain 
of such condition. 4 

(8.) The treaty provides fora ‘‘joint 
protectorate’? of any route, whether 
by ‘‘canal or rail,’? across the isthmus 
by the way of ‘Tehuantepec or 
ama,’’ and in this connection Mr. 
Wharton says: ‘The assumption of: 
such a claim could not now be made by 
Great Britain without signifying that 
well-established rule of equity that a 
party who permits: without protest, 
though with full notice, another party 
to go on for years to make improre- 
ments on and exercise dominion overa 
particular piece of land, is estopped 
from setting up a conflicting title to 
such land, of which title he was all the 
time cognizant. This, on a scale of 
enormus importance, is the case with 
isthmus transit,’’ etc. 

(4.) ‘For Great Britain to assume, 
in whole or in part, the protectorate of 
the isthmus, or of an interoceanic canal, 
viewing the term ‘protectorate’ in the 
sense in which she viewed it in respect 
to the Beliz and the Mosquito country, | 
would be to antagonize the Monroe doc- 
trine and for the United States to unite 
with her in such a protectorship would 
be to connive at such an antagonism.’’ 

Finally the Senate Committee of For- 
eign Relations, in its report. recommend- 
ing the passage of the bill for the in- 
corporation of the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany of Nicaragua, speaking of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, says: ‘All 
these declarations of views, and stipu- 
lations concerning them, were made 
forty yearsago. We think it can be 
justly afirmed that the convention of 
1850 has become obsolete, for the con- 
vention was based upon the idea of an 
immediate prosecution of the enterprise 
ot creating this great international 
water highway, and that neither gov- 
ernment would be bound,so far as it 
regarded the particular question, apart 
from other considerations, to consider 
its stipulations as longer binding.”’ 

If. then. our most eminent authorities 
upon international law as well as the 
Foreign Relations Committce of one of 
the branches of the Government in 
treaty-making 
power, believe that this treatyis no 
longer binding upon either party 
thereto, .why should our Government 
allow this great interoceanic water way 
to be controlled by private individuals? 
And in,this connection it may afford 
food for retlection to observe that, while 
the United States will, under the bill, 
hold seven-tenths of the stock upon fur- 
nishing a proportional amount of finan- 
cial aid, the holders of the remaining 
three-tenths, namely, the forcign states 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica and the 
private individual stockholders, will 
have a majority of the directors, and 
thus have the practical control, includ- 

ng the power of levying such tribute 
on.the farmers of the Pacific Coast 
aethey may deem the traffic will bear. 
tet the canal be built, owned and con- 
troiled by the Government.

CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS. 


It was on Friday, August 8, 1492, 
400 vears ago, that Columbus set sail 


from the little port of Palos, in Spain, 
on that-voyage of discovery, for which 
It 
was some time after the ships were 
ready ‘before men could be found to 
man them, though the government ot 
Spain offered to pardon any crimjnal 
who would sail with Columbus on this 
woyage. But men were afraid of the 
unknows seas which they were to 
traverse, and even the promise of lib- 


erty and pardon would not tempt men 
who were behind prison bars to go on™ 


this wonderful expedition, for they had 
not the faith or courage of the brave 
man who was to be their leader. 

But after a time the three ships were 
laden with their stores and 120 men 
were found who were willing to sail 
with Columbus on this voyage across un- 


.known seas. 


Barly in the morning there must have 


‘been a great stir in Palos; as the 
120 men marched downto the ships 
‘and made ready to sail. We can fancy 
_ bow the people came out to watch them, 


and how the hundreds of people stood. 
Some in groups talking of what they 
hoped Columbus might discover, and 
others among the masses who condemned 


_the undertaking most foolhardy 


scheme, prophesving that Columbus and 


his men would never return, but would 


be drowned somewhere in strange seas. 
_ Butit was with a proud: and happy 
step that Columbus went on board the 


Santa Maria, a decked ship, with a 


crew of fifty-nine men whom he wasto 


‘command in person. ‘The Pinta had 
thirty men. under Martin Pinzon, 
and the Niiia carried twenty-four 


men under the command of Mar- 


little fleet weighed anchor, and the 
sails, filled with the light breeze, car- 
ried them like white winged birds 
across the blue waters. The rippling 
like the 
ocean’s pleasant smiles cheering the 
hearts of these adventurers and filling 


them with hope. 


Columbus did a very wise thing, he 
kept a diary from day to day, a portion 
of which is still extant. I will make a 
‘brief abstract from this, whichI am 
sure you will read with interest  be- 
cause the account is from the pen of 
the man who discovered America. Here 
is an abstract of what he wrote: 

_ Three daysafter the ships had set 
sail the Pinta lost her rudder; the 
admiral was in some alarm but com- 
forted himself with the reflection that 
‘Martin Pinzon was energetic and ready 
witted; they had, however, to put in at 
Teneriffe to refit the caravel or ship. 
On the 6th of September they weighed 
anchor once more. On the 18th of Sep- 
tember the variations of the magnetie 
needle were for the first time observed, 
and onthe 15th a wonderful meteor 
fell into the sea at four or five leagues 
distance. On the 16th they arrived at 
those vast plains of seaweed called the 
Sargasso Sea, and thenceforward writes 
Columbus, ‘‘we had most temperate 


_ breezes, the sweetness of the morning 


being most delightful, the weather like 


of the nightingale wanted.” Gnthe 17th 


the men began to murmur; they were 


frightened by the strange phenomena 
of the variations of the compass, but 
the explanation Columbus gave at length 
quieted their fears. Onthe 18th they 
saw marw birdsand a great ridge of 
low-lying clouds. On the 20th they 


' gaw two pelicans an@ were sure thatthe 


land must be near. But in this they 


“were disappointed, and again the men 


began to be afraid and discontented and 
Columbus had everything to fear from 
them. 

On the 25th Alonzo Pinzon raised the 
cry of land, but it proved-a false alarm, 
as did the same hope on October 7, 
when the Niijia hoisted a flag and fired 
agun. On the 11th the Pinta fished up 
a cane, a log of wood, a stick wrought 
with iron and. a board, and the 
sighted a stake covered with dog-roses. 
At 10 o’clock on that night Columbus 
pointed out a light ahead, and at 2 in 
the morning of the 12th of October, 
a sailor 
aboard the Nita, announced the appear- 
ance of what proved to be the new 


. world. The land sighted was an island 
It 


named by Columbus, San Sal- 


And when thé morning was fully 
come,and the fair daylight shone on 
this new land, Columbus decked him- 
self in his richest dress, and bearing in 
his hand the royal banner of Spain, 
and accompanied by the other com- 
manders bearing banners also, and fol- 
lowed by ‘most of.their men, went 
ashore. What*a happy crowd they 
were. And Columbus. says that when 
they all had ‘given thanks to God, 


_ kneeling upon the shore, and kissed the 


ground with tears of joy, for the great 
mercy received,’’ he named the 
island and tqok possession of it—‘‘for 


Then the men who had been so muti- 
nous on the vovage, and would have 
gladly killed Columbus and turned back 
to their own land again, had they dared, 
came and knelt at his feet weeping and 
asked his pardon for all the trouble 
they bad given him, and the evil 
thoughts they had had of him. 

This is but a brief sketch of this great 
voyage of discovery. History will tell

This admonition was among the last 
which the Master gave His disciples. 


x they were here in this world of sin, 
of sorrow and disappointment, of sick-’} 


ness and of death; and the Savior, 
whom they loved and whose presence 
had been with them through all the 
years of, their loving discipleship, would 
soon be no longer visibly present in 
their midst. 

Then, again, these disciples were 
poor men, not having much of this 
world’s goods, for it was said of some 
of them that when Jesus called them 
‘they left all and followed Him.” Yet 
He says tothem: ‘‘Let not your hearts 


-be troubled.”’ 


If we were situated today 4® those 
followers of Christ were, should we 
have that large, living faith in Him 
that those early disciples had? If we 
were poor, and humble, and homeless, 
and the friend whom we loved best was 
about to be taken from us, should we 
heed this admonition of the Divine 
Teacher?) Surrounded by blessings, 
gladdened by the good things of this 
life, with the cup of mercy overflowing 
for us, do we not often forget it and 
grow troubled about many things? 
And yet the reason whv we should not 
be troubled exists the same for us today 
as it did for that little band of disciples 
almost two thousand years ago: ‘‘Ye 
believe in God, believe alsoin 
Othe glory and the sweetness’ of 
those words! They should be like 
wings to our faith, lifting’ i$ above all 


doubt, all] gloom, above all questioning 


of God’s dealings ‘with us and beyond 
all fear as to results. 

**Ye believe in God, believe also in 
me.’’ What ofthis belief in Christ— 
what will it do for us? 

First of all it will enable us to take 
take Christ at His word, and to leave 
allof our ‘future in His hands.

There are continually new elements 
and agencies entering into the life of 
the woman of today. Her sphere is en- 
larging, her opportunities are increas- 
ing and new avenues for her advance- 
ment are constantly opening. The 
young woman, compelled to look to her 
own ynaided efforts for support, is not 
the isolated factorin society that she 
once. was, for Christian philanthropy 
has come toher aid and offers to her 
that which is better than the opportu- 
nity for mere money-getting—sympa- 
thy, Companionship and the means for 
social, moral and spiritual improvement. 

The world knows what tHe Young 
Men’s Christian Association has done 
for the young men of this age, how it 
has helped those who have gone out 
from their homes into the busy life of 
great cities, standing between them 
and temptation and loneliness and dis- 
couragement. Itis one of the noblest 
products of modern Christian ‘manhood. 
In it we see ‘“‘the church meeting the 
need of this century’s civilization.’ 

But the church is not content to stop 
here. Itlooks around and’ sees thou- 
sands of young women in need of just 
such sympathy and encouragement as 
is Offered their brothers by the Y.M.C. 
A.° Says one who is particularly in- 
terested in the well-being of the young 
women of today: 


Since the days of our fathers an almost 
complete revolution has been wrought -in 
the social and industrial relations of our 
‘country. The Puritan maiden of early 
times, whether rich or poor, had her life 
practically all mapped out for her. She 
wasto be a worker, but her work was 
almost wholly within the bounds of the 
home. She learned to keep the house,.to 
spin and weave, to knitand sew, to make 
herself generally useful to the home and 
the neighborhood. If she was not needed 
in her own home she often found similar 
employment and general domestic service 
in neighboring homes. If she was 
so: unfortunate in her girlhood as 
to lose her own home she was 
sometimes ‘bound out’’ service, 
still in a home, where she was to re- 
ceive considerate treatment, be taught use- 
fulness as a member of the family, and re- 
ceive a given amount of schooling year by 
year with the children of the nousehold. 
In all these relations social standing and 
companionships were little affected by 
these merely accidental surroundings. If 
the young woman worked for her more 
wealthy neighbor’it was practically: a 
friendly service which in no way compro- 
mised her equalclaims to respect and so- 
cial regard. If she was bound out to ser- 
vice this same position was in a large meas- 
ure accorded her. The rich and the poor 
met together, their work and their associa- 
tions were similar, and there were few 
about whom.some home djd not throw its 
shelter and its defense. 

The evolution of modern industries has 
changed all this. The village store has be- 
come the great mercantile house, with its 
scores or hundreds of clerks, mostly young 
women; thé home industries have been 
trdnsferred to immense factories crowded 
with hundreds of *‘hired hands,’ again, in 
many branches of manufacture, largely 
women. The helpin the home 
has been replaced by the imported servant 
whois rarely considered a part of the 
household. Between the employer and the 
po be the merchant and his clerks, the 


owner and his hands. there 
is toe often little sympathy and 
companionship. Many of these 


toilers have exchanged the home for the 
crowded and cheerless boarding-house. 
Butinte many other channels of industry 
woman has been pressing her way under 
the inevitable stress of these changed in. 
dustria! conditions. She must make her 
own way in some manner, and hundreds of 
new avenues openather approach. But 
these, too, remove her from the shelter 
and cheer of home and compel her todo 
battle with discouragement and loneliness, 
and often with social neglect. Is it any 
wonder that, lonely and weary, often half 
paid, and. therefor half fed, longing 


for sympathy starving for af- 
fection, she should sometimes eagerly 
avail herself of unworthy 


com pan- 
ionships, find her sorely needed recrea- 
tion in undesirable associations, and drift 
far away from those refining Christian in. 
fluences which are indispensable to the de- 
velopment ofall highest nobility and 
beauty of womanhood? And -thousands of 
the young women of today have never 
known any other possibilities of life than 
these. Bornin the barrenness and dreari- 
ness of a tenement house, reared amid sur- 
roundings that lack almost every element 
of gentleness and refinement, with little 
-home training and less schooling, forced 
from mere girlhood to spend the long hours 
of the day under the burdens and amid the 
associations of factory work, these have lit- 

tle chance to realize the higher aims of a 
true womanhood. .And they are found by 
thousands in all our great cities. by hun. 
dréds*in* ali our: larger manutacturing 
towns; and this class is not lacking in every 
smaller community. Great is their need of 
some gentle. refining influence, some help- 
ful uplift to broaden and enrich and redeem 
their lives. 

“But over against these homeless toilers is 
another needy class not often considered 
tn our study of this question. They are 
those daughters of wealth and luxury 
whose lives are sated and surfeited with 
every form of elegant indulgence; who 
have nothing to do but answerthe demands 
of what is pleased to call itself polite soci- 
ety. in whose meshes they are entangled 
souland body, to the loss of all more ear- 
nest aspirations and noblest womanly use- 
fulness. Cultured and refined, with a ben- 
dred graces of mind and heart, they are 
vet held by the very force of circumstances, 
sometimes almost against their will. often 
in spite qf many deeper feelings, in the 
ceaseless round of superficial and formal 
socialcustoms. These, too, need to be drawi 
out from this social maelstrom, saved 
from trivial gayeties or self-indulgent ease, 
and inspired for their divine mission as 
the daughters of aking. Fashionable idle- 
ness and defenseless poverty; which has 
the deepest ‘need of help God only knows. 
Tnere is starvation of soul and waste of 
life in both cases; 


every social and ifdustrial grade, battling 
nobiy for seif-support and independence, 
but often missing home infiuences and con- 
genial and helpful companionships, and 


missing most of all those spiritual incen- 


tives, those Christian graces which are at 
once the soutand'the crown of all loftiest 
womanhood. . . Surely here is a 
field broad enough and rich enough 
to invite the attention and satisfy 
the loftiest ambition. of the conse- 
crated Christian young women of today. 
And how shall the work better be done 
than by the banding together of those 
whose souls are aflame...with love and 
melted to pity inth® solemn covenant to 
give their best powers to this redeeming 
and uplifting ministry: Surely there is 
a. place among God's providential agen- 
cies for the Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation.

THE SOUTHERN UTES. _ 


The Proposition to Remove Them from 
Colorado to Utah, 

For some years past it has been the 
wish of some of the white people in 
Colorado to have the Southern Ute 
Indians removed from their reservation 
in the southwest part of the State 
across the border into the southeast 
corner of Utah, and a bill to accomplish 
this removal is now before Congress. 

Members of,the Indian Rights Asso- 
ciation, after a personal investigation 
of the facts both on the present reser- 
vation and on the preposed reservation, 
published a report on January 20, 1892, 
a copy of which should be in the hands 
of every Congressman, as it fully shows 
the meaning of this particular bill. 
This report shows that the conditions 
at present existing on their reservation 
in Southern Colorado are extremely 
favorable to. the work of civilizing 
these Indians, and the conditions which 
will be encountered, if they are re- 
moved to the proposed reservation. will 
be equally unfavorable. There is an 


present reservation, and there is almost 
a lack of it onthe proposed. This fact 
in itself speaks volumes, inasmuch 4s 


agriculture in that part of the. 
West is absolutely dependent on 
irrigation. Roughly speaking tke 


present reservation of the Southern 
Utes contains about 250,000 acres of 
irrigable land. The proposed reserva- 
tion is Southeast Utah, although about 
three times as “large as the present re- 


acres fairly susceptible of cultivation. 
This extreme limit of 1000 out of a to- 
tal of neariy %,000,000—the proposed 
reservation will consist of nearly 
3.000.000 acres—can only be extended 
by a large expenditure of money by the 
Government, and it is not reasonable to 
expect that the latter will appropriate 
a much larger amount of money to ep- 
able these Indians to farm their lands 
than it is willing to appropriate for the 
benefit of other indians. 

It cannot be doubted, says the re- 
port, that the shortest and best way of 
mmaking these Indians civilized is to 
make them. farmers, as has been done 
inthe case of other Indians.
